“The brotherhoods made (U clear
at the sesslon of congress just ended
that they will reslst with all their
[power any such remedial legisiation,
whether [t seeks to prohibit strikes
in advance of publie investigation or
to put any form of restgaint upon
labor combinations. It is, therefore,
reasonable (o asmume that the publle
demand for a remedy will have to be
forceful or the public will continue
in its present defenseless position.
